And Whereas ¢hip mast offgctiva mated of 
dealing with this evil is by the é@iactment apd 
pargroarant of total prohibitiay pf tha liquor 

raffic ; 

And whereas as evident by the regent Domin- 
ion plebiscite public pentane in the Territqr- 
ies is SnAarOnE yin favor of such logislation: 

And whereas it is very desirable that the elec- 
tors should he given an ppportunity pf definite- 
ly expressing themselves on a mattor sq import- 
ant; 

And whareag a petition has hagn presented to 
this House praying for such an qpportunity: 

Therefore bo it resolved that at the next Ter- 
ritorial eleation the question whather or not 
such proulbitory legislation shayld be enacted, 
be submitted to the electarate: 

And he it further resalvedsthat should tho re- 
sult of such plebiscite shaw throe-fifths of those 
voting on said question to be in favor of sugh 
logislation, then that the same should be forth- 
with enacted to come in farce at longest within 
two years from the date of said plebiscite.” 


The mover said this prqposition 
was afair, business like one made 
by a large andinfluential body who 
had presented a largely-signed pe, 
tion, They asked that a plebiscite 
be take, at atime when it would be 
very little expense; and that in the 
event of a majority of three to twa,

by Mr, Gillis; That all the words after the | 


second ‘“whereas’’ be struck out and inserted 
in lieu thereof; ‘In the opinion of this assem- 
bly the interests af temperance would be pro- 
moted by a system of state monopoly of the 
liquor traffic, Therefare be it resolved that the 
government make inquiries into the working of 
this system in other countries where it has been 
adopted, with the object of the introduction of 
such system intothe Territories. 


Mr, Rogenroll said that in his 
opinion the motion of the member 
for Wolseley went a little too far, 
As long asa demand for liquor ex- 


isted, people would get it honestly | 


if they can, but they wil] get’ it. 
He did not belieye that this gov- 
ernment or any other goyernment 
of the Territories gould enforce 
prohibition unlegs ata very heavy 
outlay, It cast the Dominion gov. 
ernment $400,000 a year for the 
Northwest Maunted Poljce, and no 
doubt g similar force would be re- 
quired to enforee prohibition He 
did not think it would be possible 
to stop smuggling liquar, surround. 
ed as we are by provinces and states 
where prohibjtion is not in foree, 
At present we get a revenue of 
about $30,000 from liquor licenses, 
and the municipalities also get a 
large revenue; but to enforce pra- 
hibition would practically take all 
the public works vote of this year, 
The countryhad greator needs tian 
prohibition, namely roads and 
bridges to give access to the towns 
and villages. The system of goy- 
ernment control had been tried in 
several countries, and haa found 
favor where it had been tried, 

Mr, Gillis did not think it poss- 
ible even if the people should give 
the majority ordained in the resol- 
ution, to carry out prohibition, He 
had resided in Maine for some 
years and his experience there had 
been that one could get a bottle of 
whiskey anywhere almost any time 
he wanted it, 

Dr. Patrick could not see that 
prohibition was the most effective 
method as stated in the motion; he 
did not believe it was possible to 
enforce prohibition. 

Mr. Lake said thatif the resolu- 
tion had been simply that a plebis- 
cite should be held he would have 
voted in favor of it, but as there 
were other matters introduced with 
which he was not able to agree al. 
together, he supported the amend- 
ment as in accordance with the 
views he had held fora long time. 

Mr. Haultain did not believe the 
country had arrived ata stage that 
would allow prohibition to be ef- 
fectual, enforced even with a body 
of a thousand policemen to look 
after that alone, 

Mr, Bennett was unable to sup- 
port the amendment, though there

Had he ever shown her the grace of

ATTACKING MANITOBA. 


a 
Wheat Rates on each Side of the Bound- 
ary Line. 


A New York paper, which seems to 
be interested in decrying Canada, al- 
Jows that there is every promise a 
magnificent crop in Manitoba, but 
takes upon itself to say that tle 
Manitoba farmers ‘‘will receive pre- 
cious little benefit as the proceeds 
will be devoured by the Canadian 
Pacific monopoly, whose rates are 
exorbilant.’’ 

Without doubt Canadian Pacific 
wheat rates are higher than raies 
for a corresponding distance in Iast- 
ern States and the Eastern Statvs, 
but this is merely saying that rates 
inanew and sparsely settled regioa 
are higher than rates in older and 
more thickly populated countries, 
which isnot a grievance peculiar to 
Manitoba. A fairer test is towsee how 
rates from Manitoba to Fort William 
compare with rates from Minnesota 
and Dakota to Duluth. 

Here, too, one would expect to find 
Manitoba rates somewhat higher. 
While wages are practically the same 
in Manitoba as in Minnesota and the 
Dakotas, the cost of rolling stock, 
iuel and railway supplies generally is 
dearer in Manitoba. Moreover, those 
states contain a far larger popula 
tion than Manitoba, the output of 
grain from them with the volume of | 
return ireight from Lake Superior is 
very much greater, and the amount 
of local traflic more considerable. 
Nevertheless, rates from Manitoba 
that is, the rates in force last year, 
to Fort William compared very fav- 
orably indeed with rates from Mi 
nesota and Dakota to Duluth. 

A glance at the map shows that the 
wheat belt south of the line is con» 
siderably nearer Lake Superior than 
the wheat belt of Manitoba, which 
may be said to begin at Winnipeg, or 
rather at Portage and Brandon. It 
is impossible, therefore, to compare 
rates mile for mile. For instance, 


+ : 3 ; 
Deloraine, an important wheat point 


in Manitoba, is 629 miles from Fort 
William, but if for purposes of com- 
parison, we sought a point on the 
Great Northern, Mr. J. J, Hill’s road 
egnhaistant com Duluth, we would 
find ourselves Janded in Montana, 
where no wheat to speak of is grown 
and where, consequently, no special 
rate is quoted. A nominal local rate 
for wheat is quoted, but ‘t would be 
clearly unfair io the Great Northcen 
to compare it with the through re 
on the Canadian Pacific from Delor 
aine to Fort William. It is neces- 
sary, therefore, ‘n order to be per- 
fectly just to confine ourselves to 
rates from points in Minnesota and 
the Dakotas that are well within the 
Wheat belts of those states; in other 
words, to compare rates on the short- 
er hauls of the Great Northern with 
those on the longer hauls of the Can- 
adian Pacific, 

The Great Northern is selected for 
comparison because it used to be 
charged that ths Northern Pacific 
was in league with the Canadian Pa- 
cific to oppress the farmer. The wheat 
tariff in force last fall on the Great 
Northern was known as G.F.O. 4400, 
Which took effect on August 1, 1898, 
with three amendments dated May | 
20, Nov. 8, and Dec. 23, 1900.

necessary for him to save himself for 
an effort at the end and especially in 
a really close contest the exact mo- 
ment at which he should make the
